"has clearly proved that a person who 
speaks, coughs and sneezes in a room 
in which there is no appreciable cur- 
rent of air disseminates germs to a 
distance of more than seven meters, 
and that these germs are carried in all 
directions, and even to a height of 
more than two meters. As few pc-rsons 
talk alike, the germs disseminated by 
speech vary greatly, some o£ thorn re-
